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SECTION  A.— GEOGRAPHICAL  AND  SOCIAL 
CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


Urmston  Urban  District  comprises  a  considerable 
residential  area  and  a  large  industrial  area  consisting  of  m.ore 
than  half  of  the  Trafford  Park  Estate.  The  district  is  bounded 
on  the  north-west  by  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal,  on  the 
south  by  the  River  Mersey  and  on  the  east  and  north-east  by 
the  Borough  of  Stretford  and  covers  an  area  of  4,797  acres 
of  land  varying  from  50  to  80  feet  above  the  Ordnance  datum. 

Prior  to  amalgamation  with  Davyhulme  and  Flixton 
in  April,  19v53,  the  population  of  the  Urmston  Urban  District 
was  9,284  (Census  1931)  ;  it  is  now  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  be  39,000. 

The  number  of  occupied  houses  in  the  district  at  31st 
December,  1950,  was  11,985;  rateable  value  £310,078  and  the 
product  of  a  penny  rate  £1,259. 

The  residential  area  is  well  laid  out,  with  abundant 
open  spaces  and  recreation  grounds,  including  two  golf  courses 
and  several  parks. 

The  industries  in  Trafford  Park  include  petroleum 
storage,  oil  refining,  manufacture  of  asbestos,  steel,  wire, 
chemicals,  furniture,  textile  machinery,  also  engineering  and 
electricity  wo]:ks. 

There  has  been  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality 
during  the  year. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTH  RATE. — The  birth  rate  in  1950  showed  a  slight 
decline;  births  registered  were  623,  representing  a  birth  rate 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population  of  16.0,  compared 
with  15.8  for  England  and  Wales.

HOSPITALS. —  The  district  is  well  served  with  hospi¬ 
tals.  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme,  caters  for  surgical,  gynaeco¬ 
logical,  medical  and  maternity  cases  and  Urmston  Cottage 
Hospital  fulfils  a  useful  function  for  maternity  patients. 

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — This  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester 
Corporation ;  the  quality  is  excellent  and  the  quantity 
sufficient.  Water  is  supplied  from  the  public  mains  to  all 
dwelling  houses  with  the  exception  of  one  dwelling  house 
in  the  district  which  is  supplied  from  a  well.  Four  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations  and  one  chemical  analysis  were  carried 
out  during  the  year.  No  evidence  of  plumbo-solvent  action 
nor  of  contamination  by  lead  has  been  found.  Extensions 
have  been  made  during  the  year  to  meet  the  demands  of  new 
housing  estates. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. —  The  sewage  from  the 
township  of  Davyhulme  is  received  and  treated  at  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  at  Davyhulme. 
vSewage  from  Urmston  and  Flixton  is  received  at  the  Council’s 
Sewage  Works  at  Flixton  where  it  is  treated  prior  to  dis¬ 
charge  into  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.— The  Lancashire  Rivers 
Board  is  the  local  authority  for  the  prevention  of  pollution 
of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  Urban  District.

During  the  year  eight  pail  closets  were  converted  to 
fresh  water  closets  and  two  waste  water  closets  were  con¬ 
verted  to  fresh  water  closets. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.— Refuse  Collection,  Refuse  Dis¬ 
posal,  and  Street  Gully  Emptying  are  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Street  Sweep¬ 
ing  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor.  The  whole  of  the 
house  and  trade  refuse  is  collected  by  mechanical  vehicles  and 
removed  to  a  tip  in  the  Urmston  meadows,  where  it  is  disposed 
of  exclusively  by  controlled  tipping.  Street  gully  emptying 
is  carried  out  by  a  motor  vehicle  specially  designed  for  the 
purpose  of  750  gallons  capacity. 

CAMPING  SITES. —  There  are  no  such  sites,  either 
military  or  civilian,  within  the  Urban  District. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.— There  are  80  factory  and 
works  chimneys  in  the  district  and  during  the  year  10  smoke 
observations  were  taken.  The  time  limit  allowed  for  emission 
of  black  smoke  is  2  minutes  per  half  hour.  Apparatus  has 
been  installed  in  various  parts  of  the  district  for  measuring 
atmospheric  pollution  from  industrial  development  in  the 
adjoining  Bucklow  rural  district  as  it  was  feared  that  the 
discharge  of  sulphur  gases  and  grit  from  these  new  works 
would  prove  a  serious  menace  to  the  well-being  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  over  a  wide  area. 

Efforts  are  constantly  being  made  to  induce  factory 
owners,  engineers,  and  stokers  in  charge  of  boiler  plants  to 
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take  an  active  interest  in  smoke  abatement  and  classes  in 
Boiler  House  Practice  are  organised  at  Technical  Colleges. 

The  Council  is  represented  by  three  members  on  the 
Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Com¬ 
mittee. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS.— In  1933  the  Council 
erected  at  a  cost  of  £31,000  a  modern  indoor  baths  on  a  site 
of  H  acres,  the  main  feature  of  which  is  a  swimming  pool 
wherein  the  water  is  kept  constantly  at  a  temperature  of  78 
degrees  Farenheit  and  treated  by  continuous  filtration  and 
chlorination.  Fourteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the 
swimming  pool  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  chemical  examination  and  the  results  showed  the 
water  to  be  quite  safe  for  bathing  purposes. 

DISINFESTATION. —  Twenty-nine  Council  houses  and 
27  privately  owned  houses  were  found  to  be  vermin  infested 
during  the  year  and  disinfestation  was  carried  out  in  each 
case.  In  cases  of  serious  infestation  by  bed  bugs  fumigation 
is  carried  out  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide,  the  work  being  done 
by  contractor.  For  slight  infestation,  treatment  by  D.D.T. 
is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  stafT. 

SCHOOLS. —  There  are  nineteen  schools  in  the  district 
most  of  which  are  provided  with  modern  type  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences  on  the  water  carriage  system.  Thirty  inspections 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  following  defects

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.-All  shops  and  stalls  re¬ 
tailing,  storing  or  preparing  foodstuffs  are  inspected  regularly 
by  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  action  taken  where  necessary. 
With  the  exception  of  occasional  pig  killing  on  local  farms, 
no  animal  slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  in  the  district 
since  the  inception  of  centralised  slaughtering  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during 
the  year. 
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Under  Section  115  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
(Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Act,  1938,  any  person 
who  offers  or  exposes  for  sale  in  the  Urban  District  any  meat 
food  product,  fish,  fruit  or  vegetables,  must  be  registered  by 
the  Urban  District  Council  being  the  local  authority  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  within  the  Urban  District.  At  31st 
December,  1950,  there  were  16  registrations  in  force. 

All  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice-cream  are  required  to  be  registered  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Urmston  Urban  District  Council  Act,  1935.  Codes  of 
Practice  on  the  standards  to  be  maintained  in  ice-cream 
premises  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council  and  other  neigh¬ 
bouring  authorities  with  the  object  of  securing  uniformity  of 
practice  in  regard  to  the  implementation  of  the  Ice-Cream 
(Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947-48. 

The  sampling  and  analysis  of  food  and  drugs  in  this 
district  is  under  the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 
The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  supplies  the  following 
particulars  regarding  samples  obtained  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  and  states  that  198  samples  were  obtained  in  the 
Urban  District  during  1950  of  which  128  were  milk.  The  70

SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL 
OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

NOTIFICATIONS.— Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough, 
Dysentery,  Erysipelas,  Poliomyelitis  and  Paratyphoid  Fever 
notifications  showed  an  increase  from  1949  to  1950.  The 
clinical  type  of  scarlet  fever  continues  to  be  mild  and  provided 
that  proper  isolation  and  nursing  are  available  and  that  there 
are  no  special  reasons  demanding  hospital  treatment  the 
patient  may  well  be  nursed  at  home. 

The  prevalent  variety  of  dysentery  is  clinically  mild 
but  highly  infective.  The  Health  Department  has  made 
strenuous  efforts  to  limit  its  dissemination,  with  notable  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  case  of  certain  “communities”,  e.g.  Day  Nurseries 
and  the  Nursery  School,  where  close  supervision  is  practicable. 
In  general,  however,  it  is  an  extraordinarily  difficult  task 
because  the  source  is  often  untraceable  and  there  are  many 
more  mild  cases  not  notified  than  those  known  to  have 
occurred.  The  chief  hope  of  control  lies  in  education  of  the 
public  in  hand-washing  after  use  of  the  toilet.  In  no  instance 
has  it  been  established  that  faulty  food  handling  in  shops 
is  a  major  factor  and  it  may  be  noted  that  many  authorities 
in  the  North  West  from  time  to  time  are  faced  with  similar 
infections  mainly  due  to  failure  of  elementary  personal 
hygiene. 


Again  there  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  despite 
the  fact  that  there  have  been  known  contacts  with  cases  in 
a  neighbouring  district.  Fortunately  the  attitude  of  most 
mothers  in  Urmston  has  not  been  one  of  complacency  and  full 
advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  facilities  for  immunisation. 
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The  incidence  of  poliomyelitis,  whilst  less  than  in 
1947  which  was  the  peak  year,  is  being  carefully  watched. 
The  number  of  confirmed  cases  and  age  incidence  during  the

DISINFECTION  AFTER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— 

Ninety-eight  houses  and  12  lots  of  bedding  were  disinfected 
during  the  year.  Disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  by  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  infected  bedding,  clothing 
and  other  articles  are  dealt  with  by  steam  disinfection  under 
an  arrangement  with  the  Salford  Corporation  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — The  death  rate  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  0.15. 

New  cases  and  mortality  during  1950  are  shown  in 
the  table  on  page  18. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of,  or 
mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in 
the  district. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action 
under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1935,  relating  to  tuberculous  employees  in  the 
milk  trade  and  no  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  has  been 
required  under  Section  172,  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Staffs  for  the  year 
1950. 


In  general  it  may  be  said  that  whilst  the  period  under 
review  was  not  the  most  eventful  in  the  district’s  history, 
significant  developments  took  place  which  in  the  future  may 
require  close  and  detailed  study  from  the  public  health 
standpoint. 

The  Cleansing  Service  was  again  seriously  affected 
by  the  manpower  shortage  and  by  far  the  greater  number 
of  complaints  received  by  the  Department  were  directly 
attributable  to  workers  leaving  the  service  and  the  inability 
of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  provide  suitable  replacements. 

Following  the  disastrous  fall  in  prices,  salvage 
returns  showed  signs  of  recovery  in  the  late  summer  and  the 
total  income  for  the  year  has  proved  eminently  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
support  I  have  again  received  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  unfailing  help  of 
Dr.  Walker  and  all  members  of  the  staff  and  employees 
throughout  the  year.

The  acute  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year  and  with  the  deteriorating 
international  situation  there  appears  little  prospect  of  that  so 
necessary  increase  in  house  building. 

In  the  meantime  every  effort  is  being  made  to  retain 
in  use  properties  which,  but  for  the  present  emergency,  would 
have  been  the  subject  of  representations  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  this  in  spite  of  const^fntly  increasing  building  costs  and 
rent  restriction. 

Parts  of  pre-war  Clearance  Areas  containing  houses 
ripe  for  demolition  in  1939  are  still  standing  on  some  sites  in 
the  district,  and  these  properties,  some  of  which  are  still 
occupied,  should  be  removed  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

MILK  CONTROL. —  The  new  legislation  which  became 
operative  in  1949  divided  the  control  of  the  Milk  Industry 
between  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the 
County  Council  and  the  Local  Health  Departments.  As  close 
a  co-operation  as  possible  is  maintained  between  the  three 
authorities  but  as  may  be  readily  appreciated  the  results  from 
such  an  arrangement  can  never  be  wholly  satisfactory. 

The  standard  of  milk  retailed  in  the  district  is  high, 
approximately  95%  of  all  milk  reaching  consumers  was  either 
Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or  Tuberculin  Tested.  The  large 
numbers  of  samples  obtained  and  submitted  for  examination 
during  the  year  showed  that  considerable  improvement  had 
taken  place  in  the  bacteriological  condition  of  milk  in  course 
of  delivery.

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ICE-CREAM. —  The  demand  for  this  commodity  con¬ 
tinues  to  show  a  phenomenal  increase  due  of  course  to  a 
rapidly  developing  public  taste  for  this  comestible,  together 
with  the  improvement  which  has  taken  place  recently  in 
quality  and  conditions  of  production. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Ice-Cream  has  long 
since  ceased  to  be  sold  exclusively  in  the  summer  season,  but 
is  hnding  a  ready  market  throughout  the  year.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

In  spite  of  extensive  field  work,  publicity  and  educa¬ 
tional  activities,  there  has  been  no  great  improvement  in  the 
general  condition  in  the  atmosphere  in  the  Manchester  area 
and  it  can  not  be  doubted  that  the  chief  contributory  factor 
in  this  most  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  the  fuel  supply 
position.  Low  grade  and  unsuitable  fuels  are  being  supplied 
to  steam  raising  plants  incapable  of  consuming  such  fuel 
without  causing  constant  aerial  contamination  and  this  to¬ 
gether  with  inadequate  or  unsuitable  appliances  for  the 
prevention  of  smoke  and  sulphur  emissions  is  creating  a 
situation  of  great  difficulty. 

In  cases  such  as  these  prosecutions  appear  to  be 
abortive  and  the  only  possible  action,  and  it  is  one  which  the 
Council  has  favoured,  is  to  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  the 
appropriate  authority  with  a  view  to  effecting  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  fuel  supply  or  the  provision  of  the  necessary  plant 
and  appliances. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  150  visits  were  made  by  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  connection  with  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

DISINFESTATION. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
vermin  infested  houses  in  the  district.  In  all,  52  premises 
were  treated  by  the  application  of  a  contact  insecticide  (i.e., 
Zaldecide,  D.D.T.  or  Vermicene)  and  in  4  serious  cases,  houses 
were  subjected  to  fumigation  by  hydro-cyanic-gas. 

MORTUARY. 

The  Flixton  mortuary  maintained  by  the  Department 
has  been  in  use  24  times  during  the  year,  and  I  am  indebted 
to  the  County  Police  for  the  following  details  : —

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-two  inspections  were  carried 
out  during  the  year  for  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  conditions 
generally  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

On  the  18th  July  last  the  Health  Committee  instructed 
that  a  survey  be  made  and  report  submitted  on  the  existing 
public  conveniences  throughout  the  district,  and  further  that 
recommendations  be  made  as  to  the  provision  of  additional 
conveniences,  their  type  and  situation. 

On  the  submission  of  this  report  and  after  long  dis¬ 
cussion,  the  Council  agreed  to  make  provision  for  the  erection 
of  seven  further  conveniences  at  central  points  throughout 
the  district.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

» 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  came 
into  force  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  and  the  powers  contained 
therein  are  a  considerable  improvement  on  The  Rats  and 
Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  now  repealed.  It  is  gratifying 
to  record  that  no  statutory  action  under  the  new  legislation 
was  required  during  the  year,  all  treatments  being  carried  out 
by  informal  arrangement  with  occupiers. 

A  slight  decrease  in  major  rat  infestations  has  again 
been  noted,  with  minor  infestations  comparable  with  1949. 
Business  premises  situated  in  the  industrial  area  of  Trafford 
Park  have  again  provided  the  bulk  of  treatment  carried  out 
and  the  jmompt  notification  by  managements  has  ])roved  a 
valuable  factor  in  keeping  infestations  down  to  a  minor  level. 
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The  test  baiting  of  sewers  again  showed  only  a  minor 
infestation  which  was  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

The  sewag'e  works  and  refuse  tip  have  been  regularly 
treated  with  good  results. 

Infestations  of  rats  and  mice  in  dwelling-houses  have 
been  of  a  minor  character.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  impossibility  of  maintaining  the  public  cleansing 
service  without  sufficient  labour  of  a  suitable  type  appears  to 
be  a  problem  which  either  has  wholly  eluded  or  received  scant 
attention  in  governmental  circles  in  post-war  years ;  appar¬ 
ently  it  is  necessary  for  a  complete  breakdown  to  take  place 
in  this  vital  health  service  before  the  readjustments  in  priori¬ 
ties  are  given  serious  consideration.  In  these  circumstances 
the  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  an  impossibility.

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During  the  year  a  survey  of  all  the  dustbins  in  the 
district  vras  made  and  revealed  a  total  of  12,476  bins.  In 
addition  there  are  11  pail  closets,  2  privy  middens,  1  dry 
ashpit  and  7,795  street  gullies  in  the  district.  Dustbins  and 
pail  closets  were  emptied  once  weekly,  ashpits  as  frequently 
as  necessary,  and  all  street  gullies  were  cleansed  on  at  least 
three  occasions  during  the  year. 

The  total  weight  of  domestic  refuse  collected  was 
12,486  tons  and  the  weight  of  refuse  of  all  types  disposed  of 
at  the  Meadow  Road  Tip  was  18,385  tons. 

DUSTBIN  REPLACEMENT  SCHEME.— After  long  and 
serious  deliberation  the  Council  decided  to  make  themselves 
responsible  for  the  provision,  maintenance  and  renewal  of  all 
dustbins  in  the  Urmston  area  as  from  the  1st  October,  1950. 
The  cost  of  the  service  to  be  borne  as  a  rate  charge  and  the 
amount  raised  annually  to  be  approximately  £1,600. 

There  is  little  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Council’s 
decision,  dustbins  are  an  integral  part  of  the  cleansing  service 
and  now  assume  for  the  first  time  their  correct  character  and 
description,  i.e.,  equipment. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  scheme  236  bins 
were  provided  at  a  cost  of  £283.

SALVAGE. — During  the  period  under  review  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  salved  materials  was  badly  hit  by 
the  depressed  state  of  the  various  markets.  The  fall  in  prices 
applied  particularly  to  the  disposal  of  waste  paper,  and  as  the 
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sale  of  this  commodity  is  the  cornerstone  of  all  salvage  opera¬ 
tions  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  year’s  income  shoves  a  decline 
of  £923,  making  total  receipts  for  the  period  £3,762.  Late  in 
the  year  prices  showed  signs  of  recovery  when  it  became  only 
too  evident  that  the  country  was  again  to  suffer  another 
period  of  acute  shortage.
